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Ogmore Vale burglars 
receive jail sentence 


A COUPLE who 
committed three 
burglaries on the 
same night in 
Ogmore Vale were 
put behind bars 
when they appeared 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Jonathan Davies, 31, 
and Sadie Hoyle, 28, were 


told by judge Eleri Rees: 
“These were people from 
your own community 
who were asleep in their 
beds. 

“Clearly, you went 
from door to door and 
took whatever you could 
find.” 

The pair, both from 
John Street, Nantymoel, 
admitted three charges of 
burglary. 


Davies was jailed for 
three-and-a-half years, 
and his co-defendant was 
given two years. 

The court heard they 
had been in a relationship 
since 2016. 

Prosecutor Emma 
Harris said the break-ins 
took place on October 20. 
The first was in Water 
Street, where the victim 
woke at 4am and found

“What consideration 
have you given to 
allowing the scheme to 
be used to make vital 
repairs that truly benefit 
the public, rather than 
those that benefit elected 
councillors?” 

Mr Jones, who 
represents Bridgend in 
the National Assembly, 
said that since 2009, the 
government have 

invested nearly £175 
million in a wide range of 
projects across Wales, 
including over £12 
million in south Wales 
west. 

He told Ms Jones: 
“This is a way in which 
public money makes a 
difference, and I’m 
surprised that UKIP can’t 
bring themselves to 
praise that.”

BRIDGEND 
businessman Brian 
Stokes is no 
stranger to a 
challenge. 

The Afan Valley 
entrepreneur started his 
IT support business, 
ITCS in a small shop in 
Maesteg 14 years ago. 

The company is now a 
multi award-winning 
national provider of 
business IT support and 
employs more than 40 
staff in their south Wales 
office alone - including 
their very first employee, 
who is now a director of 
the business. 

Growing the business 
has often been an uphill 
climb, but recently, 
accompanied by his long 
time friend, professional 
boxer Geraint 

Goodridge, Brian took on 
a climb of a different 
kind - the Welsh Three 
Peaks Challenge. 

The Three Peaks 
Challenge usually takes 
place in summer. 
However, Brian and 
Geraint’s local school, 
Afan Comprehensive, is 
threatened with closure 
and urgently needs funds 
to mount a legal 
challenge. 

With fundraising in 
mind, the two men 
decided to brave the 
elements and tackle the 
total mountain distance 
of 18 miles (29km) and a 
total ascent of 2,334 
metres (7,657ft), in 
hazardous February 
weather. 

Usually the challenge 
has to be completed in 
less than 24 hours, but 
the superfit duo decided 
to set themselves a target 
of completion within 12 
hours, despite the added 


challenge of doing it in 
heavy snow and freezing 
winter conditions. 

The day of the 
challenge arrived in the 
middle of the coldest 
weekend of the winter. 

With summit 

temperatures of -14°C, 
their aim to halve the 
challenge time allowed 
to climb Snowdon, 
Cadair Idris and Pen-y- 
Fan looked unlikely. 

Nobody was expected 
to reach the summit of a 
snow and ice-covered 
Snowdon that day, so 
tackling three peaks and 
a considerable drive in 
inclement weather and 
braving freezing rain 
seemed an impossible 
task. 

However, having 
already driven to north 
Wales the previous day, 
the brave duo decided to 
forge on with their 
planned ascent - and it 
wasn’t easy. 

Throughout much of 
their first climb, they 
could only see yards 
ahead, the path was not 
visible due to being 
covered in snow and ice 
and at points they were 
walking waist-deep in 
snow. 

Getting caught off

Improvement is noted at 
Parc’s young persons’ unit 


THE Young Persons’ Unit at HMP & YOI 
Parc near Bridgend in South Wales has 
shown “quite significant improvement’ in 
key aspects, including safety, in the past 
year, inspectors found. 

Peter Clarke, HM Chief Inspector of Prisons, said 
Parc had often received positive inspection results 
and he welcomed work by the management to turn 
around a deterioration in standards at the previous 
inspection in December 2016. 

Parc held 43 boys up to the age of 18 at the time 
of the most recent inspection in October 2017. 
Publishing a report on the inspection, Mr Clarke 
said: “At our last visit we were disappointed to see 
some deterioration, with the institution becoming 
less safe and less respectful. 

“At this inspection, however, it was clear to us 
that, with good leadership and a re-energised staff 
group, deterioration had been arrested and indeed 
quite significant improvement was evident.” 

Safety is a key challenge in all institutions for 
young people and recorded violence at the Parc unit, 
although falling, remained too high - though most 
incidents were low level. Linked to this, the unit 
needed to address boys’ poor perceptions of safety 
and victimisation. 

Nearly two-thirds of boys said they had been 
victimised by other boys. Despite this, inspection 
evidence “clearly indicated improvement in most 
aspects of safety,” Mr Clarke said. 

Boys were well received and correctly inducted 
into the unit, safeguarding and child protection 
procedures were more rigorous and the care for 


those at risk of self-harm was much better. 

Staff were supervising boys with much greater 
confidence. Behaviour management arrangements 
had been properly reviewed and now had a greater 
emphasis on motivation than sanctions. Security 
was proportionate and use of force was better 
managed. 

Boys had good amounts of time out of their cells, 
with improved education and activities, and could 
eat communally in an ordered atmosphere, although 
few liked the food. The Parc unit was also cleaner. 

There was a greater level of consultation with 
boys. However, more needed to be done to promote 
equality, which remained weak. 

Mr Clarke said: “This is a good report. It was 
encouraging to see many of our previous 
recommendations attended to, which was to the great 
credit of the director and her staff, who had clearly 
worked very hard. 

“Some very creative and caring approaches were 
seen in the work we inspected and we cited several 
examples of good practice. Staff were well trained, 
committed and confident, and it was clear to us that 
a firm platform for yet further progress was in 
place.” 

Michael Spurr, Chief Executive of HM Prison & 
Probation Service, said: “Parc has significantly 
improved the services it provides for young people, 
which is a credit to the director and her team. 

“The challenges presented by the young people 
are considerable but there is a clear strategy in place 
to tackle violence and provide positive opportunities 
for change, which is commendable.”

JOHN Abraham, the chairman of 
Porthcawl RNLI committee has decided 
to retire following 20 successful years 
volunteering for the charity. 

His role covered both the operational and fund 
raising committees at the station. 

During his chairmanship it is estimated that over 
half a million pounds was raised locally for the 
charity. 

The lifeboat has launched over one thousand 
times and saved numerous lives. John was 
supported throughout by his wife Marj who in her 
own right raised £70,000 selling tickets for quilts she 
would raffle each summer season. 

Eollowing his retirement in early Eebruary John 
reflected on his time involved with the RNLI. He 
said: ‘My first contact with Porthcawl lifeboat was 
through my father, one of the original 12 volunteers 
who formed the elected station committee in 1965. 

“Then when our retirement brought us back to live 
in Porthcawl I was invited to join the fundraising 
committee, becoming chairman and later station 
chairman. 

“I was struck, immediately, by the total 
commitment of all personnel in all aspects of the 
lifeboat service, our town should be proud of the

time and dedication shown by our volunteers.” 

There have been many happy times. The station 
personnel have had the privilege of royal visits from 
HRH Princess Anne, HRH Duke of Kent and many 
dignitaries over the years.

Mrs Davies said she 
was inspired to hold the 
debate after Bridgend 
Coalition of Disabled 
People started a petition 
to go before the 
Assembly’s petitions 
committee.

signatures by the end of 
March, it will be brought 
to the assembly chamber 
for a formal government 
response on what it plans 
to do about the proposals 

Suzy Davies AM said: 
“The petition has already 
received more than 1,700 
signatures online and, in 
addition to this, paper 
copies are in many shops 
and locations in south 
Wales already so it is 
already clear that there is 
support for the idea. 

“Food Hygiene 
Ratings being displayed 
has vastly improved 
hygiene ratings of many 
businesses. This scheme 
can do the same for the 


physical accessibility of 
buildings and transport 
and disability awareness 
of the staff. 

Mrs Davies added: 
“For those already doing 
a good job, this is the 
perfect way to shout 
about it, while for those 
that could improve, it is 
an opportunity to do that. 
A better experience for 
staff and customer leads 
to more customers, so it 
is win win.” 

Simon Green, chair of 
Bridgend Coalition of 
Disabled People, said: 
“We are very grateful to 
Suzy Davies for holding 
the debate. 

“As our petition is still 
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open at the moment, we 
did not expect to see this 
much progress yet. 

“We have had great 
feedback from all parties 
so far and we will be 
holding a meeting soon 
to discuss the plan in 
even more detail.” 

There was support for 
the scheme from the 
National Autism Society 
Cymru and Guide Dogs 
Cymru. 

Mrs Davies proposed 
that the scheme could 
also see information 
about whether the 
business has lifesaving 
equipment, such as 
defibrillators, available 
to the public and also 
whether staff are trained. 

Adam Fletcher, head 
of BHF Cymru, said: 
“Ensuring the public 
know where they can 
access a defibrillator or 
help from a CPR-trained 
individual is vital to 
saving lives.” 

Speaking after the 
debate, Mrs Davies said: 
“I am thrilled that Welsh 
Government think there 
is life in this idea. 

“While we must, of 
course, question, the cost 
of any scheme like this. 
There is potential for 
disabled people 

themselves to provide a 
lot of the information 
about accessibility 
ratings.” 


Green energy ‘pare’ 
near Porthcawl adds 
another string to bow 



A MULTI-million-pound smart battery 
system, one of the largest in the UK to be 
installed at a customer site, was opened o 
Monday (February 19) at Parc Stormy 
near Bridgend. 

It marks a significant milestone in the application 
of smart battery technology in the UK, said a 
company spokesperson. 

The sustem has the capacity to store enough 
energy to power thousands of Welsh homes when 
needed, helping to build a low carbon economy in 
Wales. 

The size of three shipping containers, the battery 
system took three months to build and now provides 
balancing services to National Grid. 

Leading energy storage developer and smart 
energy management company KiWi Power chose 
Cenin Renewables as the location for its 4MW 
battery energy storage system (BESS). 

Cenin’s 20-acre cluster of integrated clean 
technologies includes a low carbon cement 
production facility, a solar farm, an anaerobic 
digestion plant and a wind turbine. 

“This is all about having green energy in reserve 
and we are delighted to be working with KiWi 
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Power to play our part delivering a reliable, 
sustainable power source while providing local 
economic development and helping Wales reach its 
low emissions targets,” said Martyn Popham MD of 
Cenin. 

Continued Popham: “Smart batteries are both 
green and cost-effective, reducing the need for 
inefficient backup power stations by allowing excess 
energy to be stored and used when the sun isn’t 
shining and the wind has stopped blowing.” 

Dignitaries from Wales joined senior 
representatives from Cenin, KiWi Power and the 
renewables industry at a launch event at Cenin’s 
Parc Stormy site on Stormy Down. 

“This facility is an exciting addition to KiWi 
Power’s battery portfolio, and a key part of our 
strategy to develop, finance, build and monetise the 
highest value battery systems on customer sites 
across Europe,” explained Yoav Zingher, CEO of 
KiWi Power. 

“Our state-of-the-art technology enables large 
power users like Cenin to reap the rewards from 
battery energy storage, with no upfront investment 
or risk to them, reducing their bills and their carbon 
footprint.” 

The Cenin Group of companies was set up to 
invest in clean technologies and energy generation 
and to follow the examples of some of the leading 
projects in Europe. 

Building on south Wales’ heritage as a coal and 
electricity producer, Cenin encourages local 
economic activity by attracting investment that 
harnesses and integrates the principality’s natural 
resources. 

Cenin Renewables is part of Cenin Group and is a 
cluster of renewable technologies located at Parc 
Stormy in Bridgend that deliver the entire energy 
needs with low carbon sustainable energy to local 
homes at a competitive cost. 

The site features solar PV, wind, anaerobic 
digestion as well as a low carbon cement factory 
supported by mineral research laboratories. 

A wind turbine stands 100 metres high and as 
well, the Welsh School of Architecture at Cardiff 
University has designed and created the UK’s first 
purpose-built, low-cost energy house, capable of 
exporting more energy to the national electricity grid 
than it uses. 

The anaerobic digestion plant operating from the 
site is owned and operated by Agrivert and was 
opened by the Eirst Minister of Wales, Carwyn Jones 
in 2016. It is the first of its kind in Wales, with the 
plant converting food waste and organic matter into 
biogas which fuels an electricity generator. 

Surplus heat is fed to Cenin’s low carbon cement 
plant for use in the minerals drying process, while 
organic digestate is piped to a neighbouring farm for 
use as an organic fossil-free fertilizer. 

It produces a constant 3.2MW of electricity 24 
hours a day, 365 days of the year.

Vale Council is to 
follow Bridgend on 
waste collection 


THE Vale Council is 
considering following 

Bridgend (BCBC) and asking 
householders to separate more 
of their household recycling - 
and also limit the number of 
black landfill bags. 

At present, the Vale Council 
operates a ‘co-mingling’ system, but a 
change was discussed at a cabinet 
meeting this Monday (February 19). 

BCBC changed its system last 
year, in April. The change-over to a 
more comprehensive regime sparked 
a storm of protest, and a number 
councillors and residents are still 
unhappy. 

The Vale Council says the 
proposed change is driven by the 
need to increase recycling levels and 
cut costs. 

At the moment, the recyclable 
materials collected by the Vale 
Council - glass, paper, tins and 
plastic - are simply transported to a 
re-processor in the north of England. 
The council receives no money at all. 

If the cabinet says yes, then a 
consultation will begin on how best to 
introduce the changes, with the new 
measures due to come into effect 
from September. 

Cllr Geoff Cox, the Cabinet 
Member for Neighbourhood Services 
and Transport, said: “The council 
must change the way in which we 
collect residents’ waste and recycling 
in order to bring our service into line 
with changes to the law, and more 
importantly make it economically and 
environmentally sustainable. 


“The changes I propose are subject 
to the council receiving a substantial 
capital grant from Welsh Government 
to assist with infrastructure costs. 

“How we go about implementing 
them, however, will be decided based 
on the views of residents. 

“As a county we have been set a 
challenging target by Welsh 
Government of recycling 70 per cent 
of the Vale’s waste by 2025. 

“We can only achieve this if more 
residents than ever are willing to play 
their role in recycling and we will 
soon be launching a public awareness 
campaign.” 

Due to the processing and travel 
costs involved the council receives no 
income for the material that goes to 
the north of England. 

Separated collections will result in 
much lower levels of contamination 
and in turn a higher sale price for the 
material. 

The council will also be able to 
find its own markets due to the higher 
value of the material and will seek to 
find these markets as close to the Vale 
as possible. 

Alongside the changes to 
collections the council intends to 
build a new waste transfer station 
within the Vale where recyclable 
material can be stored before it is 
sold. 

A Vale Council spokesman said: 
“The significant reduction in the costs 
of transporting recyclable material 
along with the higher sale price are 
predicted to result in savings to the 
council of around £400,000 each 
year.”

The First Step to a Better Smiie 


The origins 
of the 
Ordnance 
Survey 


ON February 8 
Sully U3A were 
fortunate enough to 
be entertained by 
Chris Hlgley about 
‘Maps of Wales and 
Maps of War’. 

The origins of the 
Ordnance Survey lie in 
the aftermath of the 
Jacobite rising of 1745, 
which was finally 
defeated by forces loyal 
to the government at the 
Battle of Culloden in 
1746; when it was 
realised that the British 
Army did not have a 
good map of the British 
Isles. 

William Roy was 
largely responsible for 
the British share of the 
work of the Principal 
Triangulation of Great 
Britain between 1783 
and 1853, and led to the 
creation of the Ordnance 
Survey itself. In 1801 
the first one-inch-to-the- 
mile map was published 
and by 1840 the one- 
inch survey had covered 
all of Wales. 

After a fire in the 


Tower of London in 
1841, the headquarters 
of the Ordnance Survey 
was moved to 
Southampton, and in 
1855 the Board of 
Ordnance was abolished 
and the Ordnance 
Survey was placed under 
the War Office together 
with the Topographical 
Survey and the Depot of 
Military Knowledge and 
eventually in 1870 it was 
transferred to the Office 
of Works. 

During World War 
One, the Ordnance 
Survey was involved in 
preparing maps of 
Erance and Belgium and 
then during World War 
Two, many more maps 
were created, including 
1:40,000 map of 
Antwerp, Belgium. 

A number of historical 
Ordnance Survey maps 
of local areas to south 
Wales and Antwerp, 
Belgium were on show 
for all to view. 

We look forward to 
our next presentation on 
March 8 at the Old

Ramblers played 
host to a group of 11 
walkers at Bigsweir 
in glorious weather 
conditions. 

They made their way 
uphill along the ancient 
Offa’s Dyke Path which 
dates to 780AD and on 
leaving the wood, there 
were vast amounts of 
damage visible in the 
churned up fields caused 
by wild boar. 

After a morning break 
in the shelter of trees to 
avoid the cool breeze, a 
further climb through 
Highbury Wood led to a 
descent past snowdrops 
and a glorious view of the 
Penallt Viaduct, which 
carried the Wye Valley 
Railway line from 
England into Wales in the 


valley below. 

A steep, slippery 
descent led them through 
Lower Redbrook for the 
next climb up through 
muddy wet tracks in 
Eorge Wood and a 
smattering of snowflakes 
on the journey up to 
Newland. 

All Saints Church, also 
known as The Cathedral 
of the Eorest, provided 
shelter for the lunch 
break, with a chance to 
share its history dating 
back to 1200. Its 
beautiful treasures 
included a Ift-high brass 
engraving known as the 
‘Miner’s Brass,’ showing 
a Eorest of Dean miner 
with a candle in his 
mouth, a pickaxe in hand 
and a hod on his back. 

Passing the 

almshouses adjacent to 
the church, following a 
muddy, sunken track 


uphill to Rookery Lane, 
there were a few more 
snow flurries. 

It led to open views of 
the Herefordshire 

countryside and hills in 
the distance, before a 
series of fields and 
sunken lanes led them 
back into woodland for 
the descent back to the 
start. 

In contrast, William 
was not so lucky for his 
mid-week local walk 
from Porthkerry Country 
Park on a wet and cold 
morning. 

Pour companions 
turned up and they set off 
via the Wales Coast Path, 
uphill through the old 
Iron Age Bulwarks 
hillfort to Porthkerry 
Caravan Park.

Seeking shelter at St 
Cadoc’s Church, the 
group saw its glorious 
array of medieval wall 
paintings, covered up by 
centuries of lime washing 
following the break with 
the Roman Catholic 
Church by King Henry 
VIII, after which all 
traces of the Catholic 
religion were banned. 

Heading along the 
road to Pen-Onn and 
descending the rickety 
bridge over the River 
Waycock, sodden paths 
through the wood led up 
to soggy fields and into 
Penmark. 

The walkers made 
their way by road, track 
and field to Blackton 
Parm and over the A4226 
to follow the Whitelands 
Brook downhill, where a 
last ascent over West 
Ridge led them back into 
Porthkerry Park.

Bee colonies are getting 
ready for warmer weather 

News from the Fornnon Apiary 
by Harold Williams 


SIGNS of spring are everywhere, 
snowdrops and catkins. 

Bulbs are also beginning to poke up through the 
soil. 

However! Weather conditions are such of late that 
the bees are not able to venture out just yet to collect 
the pollen on offer from these early providers. 

Nonetheless, the days are lengthening and the 
bees are aware of this. The queens are stepping up 
their egg-laying activity to keep the colony viable. 

The bees that have come through the winter are 
now some five months old (that is old for a worker 
bee) and they will progressively die off. 

It is only worker bees (females) and the queen that 
inhabit the hive for the winter period, no males are 
required. 

So spring is just around the comer, the eggs laid 
by the queen will become new bees and they will 
take at least three weeks to become fully functioning 
foragers. 

It is the workers (the ladies) who do all the 
organising and foraging in a honeybee colony so 
female eggs, not male eggs, are given priority. Come 
April and May the male bee (drone) will begin to 
show. 

To meet the demands of the winter period the 


workers have spent many hours collecting pollen 
and nectar (it is nectar that is collected, not honey: 
the bees change nectar into honey). 

All this work is not only to provide for the 
colony’s daily needs, but to put by the food that will 
be required by the winter bees. 

Shorter days will kick in, accompanied by lower 
temperatures and a reduction in flowers. Honeybees 
do not hibernate! But winter conditions can be such 
that external activity is not an option, hence there is 
a requirement for in-house food supplies. 

The temperature of the hive is regulated by the 
bees at all times of the year. Provided that adequate 
stores are available there is a good chance that the 
colony will come through, whatever winter can 
throw at them. 

Pollinators of all kinds now face extinction thanks 
to the activities of homo sapiens (our good selves). 
Perhaps we should pay attention to the following 
quote: 

“The wildlife of the world is not ours to dispose of 
as we please. We do but have it in trust for those 
who are to follow.”

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Consultation aims to 
find a parliament 
that works for Wales

PEOPLE across Wales are being 
encouraged to respond to new proposals 
to ‘reshape Welsh democracy’ published 
by the Assembly Commission recently. 

The consultation has been drawn up in 
anticipation of new powers given to the Assembly 
in the Wales Act 2017. The Act gives the Assembly 
the power to make decisions in relation to the 
institution’s size and how members are elected. 

Last week, the Assembly voted in favour of the 
commission’s decision to consult on the 
recommendations of the Expert Panel’s report on 
Assembly Electoral Reform, ‘A Parliament that 
Works for Wales’. 

Polio wing a detailed analysis of evidence, the 
panel recommended that the Assembly needs 
between 20 and 30 additional members elected 
through a more proportional electoral system with 
diversity at its heart. It also recommended lowering 
the minimum voting age for National Assembly 
elections to include 16 and 17-year-olds. 

The consultation on the recommendations will 
run from Pebruary 12 for an eight-week period 
ending on April 6. 

In addition to the recommendations made by the 
Expert Panel on Assembly Electoral Reform, the 
consultation also includes other potential changes 
to who can vote in Assembly elections and who can 
be an Assembly Member, as well as changes to the 
law relating to electoral administration and the 
Assembly’s internal arrangements. 

The commission has already consulted on 
changing the Assembly’s name, and as a result of 
that consultation the name will be changed to 
Welsh Parliament. 

The Llywydd, Elin Jones AM said: “The Wales 
Act 2017 marks the start of a new phase of 
devolution in Wales, giving us the opportunity to 
make profound changes to our legislature. We now 
have the opportunity to forge the national 
parliament that the people of Wales deserve to 
champion their interests. 

“This consultation is the beginning of a 
conversation with the people and communities of 
Wales about the institution that they want their 
Welsh Parliament to be. I look forward to hearing 
their views.”

‘Women's Voices’ at USA 


ON the anniversary of the Representation of 
People Act in 1918, when women over 30 
and ‘of property’ achieved the right to vote, 
David Maddox gave a talk to Barry U3A on 
‘Women’s Voices in the Valleys from 1900 to 
1914’. 

His talk did not centre on the fight for the right to 
vote, as women in the Valleys at that time usually 
had much more pressing issues on their minds. 

Their menfolk mostly worked down the mines 
and it was the woman’s job to ensure that they had a 
good meal and a bath to come home to. 

In reality, a woman’s role was to make a home for 
others, where families of 12 were not uncommon. 

This was demanding and statistics showed the 
death rates for women at that time were much higher 
than for men. The constant childbearing and 
continuous housework took their toll. 

Around 20 per cent of women worked outside the 
home, sometimes even at the pits themselves. 
Working as a shop assistant was very popular even 
though the pay was usually less, and a few women 
had jobs as ‘white blouse girls’, meaning they were 
clerical workers. 


The major employment for women at that time 
was in domestic service. Most girls were given 
‘training’ in such domestic activities as washing, 
ironing and cooking in preparation for leaving home 
at around the age of 14. Many took jobs away from 
the Valleys or outside Wales. 

Life was not all drudgery, however, and we should 
not think that women did not have some fun. While 
middle class women joined campaigns for the 
Suffragists, the vast majority of women looked for 
more entertaining activities. 

Some became involved in the Temperance or 
Religious Revival movements, because these offered 
the chance to belong to a choir and put on concerts. 

Women also enjoyed going to theatres, of which 
there were many. There was even roller skating and 
Sunday outings to Barry or Porthcawl. 

If you are no longer in full time employment or 
raising a family, then you are in your third age and 
new members are very welcome.

Ever thought 
of growing 
veggies in 
garden pots? 



ABOVE: Most people think you need an allotment 
or a space in your garden to grow vegetables, 
but that isn’t necessarily the case. 


I F you have ever thought 
about growing 
vegetables in pots, now 
is the time to give it a go! 

There is a huge variety of 
vegetables that can be grown in 
containers or smaller spaces to make 
‘growing your own’ accessible to 
everyone. Some of the best veg to 
grow are beetroot, broad beans, 
carrots, dwarf French beans, herbs, 
peas, potatoes, radishes, rocket, 
runner beans, chillies and peppers, 
salad leaves, salad onions, salad 
turnips and tomatoes. 

It’s just a question of right veg, 
right sized pot. 

Choose large deep pots to grow 
root vegetables such as potatoes and 
carrots, and shallower ones for 
beetroots and onions. 

Vigorous growing veg such as 
courgettes, tomatoes and beans need 
large pots filled with good compost to 
accommodate their roots. Lettuce 
and herbs can be grown in window 
boxes. 

Containers can dry out very 
quickly so need frequent watering. 
Beware of over-watering as well. 

The way to test if you’ve got it right 
is to put a finger in the compost - if 
it’s slightly moist just below the 
surface it’s spot on. 

Use compost specially designed for 
containers as it will hold onto water 
better and have the extra nutrients 
added to get your plants off to a good 
start. 

Things to look out for when 
choosing the right one are soil and 
loam-based composts, extra nutrients, 
plant food and water-retaining 
granules. Most multi-purpose 
composts are fine, or a soil-based 
compost such as John Junes No3. 


For the greatest choice of plants, 
grow from seed, but if you don’t 
mind too much about the variety, buy 
ready grown plants or plug plants 
from garden centres or mail-order 
suppliers. If growing from seed, 
check the instructions on the packet. 

Seed sowing time may vary 
depending on the crop but the main 
growing season for vegetables is from 
early spring to autumn. 

Don’t forget to feed your crops on 
a regular basis. Pot grown veg run 
out of nutrients due to the limited 
amount of soil they have to grow in, 
so a feed of general-purpose liquid 
fertiliser should be applied every 
couple of weeks. 

Finally, make sure you position 
your pots so they are in the best 
location for their growing needs. 

Most vegetable plants like lots of sun, 
so it’s important to site your 
containers where they will receive a 
good few hours of direct light a day. 
South or west facing locations are the 
best. 

Climbers such as beans or peas 
can’t cope with windy or exposed 
spaces, so a sheltered spot suits them 
best against walls or fences. 

If pots and containers are just part 
of your outside space then here are 
some gardening tips for this month 
from the RHS (Royal Horticultural 
Society)... 

Sow vegetable seeds and plant 
potatoes; protect new spring shoots 
from slugs; plant summer-flowering 
bulbs; feed containers with fresh 
compost; mow the lawn on dry days 
(if needed). 

Cut back winter shrubs and keep 
your eyes peeled for weeds starting to 
come through; start conserving water, 
re-pot houseplants and prune bush 
and climbing roses.

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Woman becomes boss 
of the Royal Mint 


THE Royal Mint today appointed Anne 
Jessopp as its new chief executive and 
Deputy Master of the Mint. 

She will lead work to provide Britain with its 
cutting-edge secure currency and will also develop the 
commemorative coin and bullion arm of the business. 

On a visit to the Royal Mint, the Exchequer 
Secretary officially confirmed Anne Jessopp’s 
appointment - the first female to take up the role in the 
Royal Mint’s 1,100 year history. 

Speaking of her new appointment, the Deputy 
Master of the Mint, Anne Jessopp said: “I am delighted 
to be appointed to lead this unique and important 
British organisation. 

“The Royal Mint has an impressive history of over 
1,100 years and its longevity is due to its ability to 
adapt as society changes. 

“This was never truer than today, as we reinterpret 
the Royal Mint for the 21st century, building on the 
values that have been at the heart of the organisation 
throughout our history - authenticity, security, 
precious metals, craftsmanship and design. 

“I have had the privilege of working for the Royal 
Mint for almost 10 years and it is testament to the great 
colleagues and opportunities I have had, that I have 
been able to develop the skills that enable me to take 
on this role.” 

The Exchequer to the Secretary to the Treasury, 
Robert Jenrick, welcomed the appointment and said: 
“Anne Jessopp brings a wealth of expertise to this role. 
With her decade of experience at the Royal Mint, I am 
confident she will ensure the UK continues to have the 
most secure currency in the world, and our coins are 
loved and collected the world over. 

“It may have taken over 1,000 years, but the Mint is 
now finally led by a woman, and I am certain Anne 
will do a great job.” 

What does the Deputy Master of the Mint do? 

As chief executive of the Royal Mint, An ne will be 
tasked with running the Great British institution which 
produces up to 90 million coins eveiy week. At the top 
of her in-tray will be overseeing the introduction of the 
new 50 pence coin, announced last week, to mark the 
centenary celebrations of women’s suffrage. 

Her official position as Deputy Master of the Mint 
is one that is steeped in history. Her first ceremonial 
role will be to lead the annual Trial of the Pyx. 

Eirst held in 1282, the Trial of the Pyx tests the 
integrity of the nation’s coins, ensuring that they are 


the proper weight and size, and contain the right 
amount of precious metals. 

Every Eebruary, coins of each denomination struck 
by the Royal Mint are selected at random and locked 
away in the Pyx chests. 

In a ceremony, which has not changed since before 
Henry VIII’s reign, the Deputy Master of the Mint 
brings these chests to London’s Goldsmiths’ Hall, 
where the coins are checked by an independent jury. 

The jury consists of leaders from the financial world 
and six assayers from the Worshipful Company of 
Goldsmiths who, wearing traditional red robes, put the 
coins to the test. 

After two months of rigorous testing, the trial 
reconvenes and the Queen’s Remembrancer asks the 
jury for its verdict. 

In May, this verdict will be given in the presence of 
the Deputy Master of The Royal Mint and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer (or a representative). 

Remarkably, the history books reveal that if the 
coins fail the test, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
who is the ceremonial Master of the Mint, risks losing 
a hand as punishment. 

It should be made clear that in the trial’s long 
history, 94 Minters have had their right hands cut off 
by order of the King. 

However, this has not happened for hundreds of 
years.

Last week in the Senedd Welsh Conservatives 
tabled a motion calling on the Welsh Government to 
provide better mental health support in Wales, which 
received cross-party backing. 

Welcoming the Welsh Government’s support for 


the motion Mr Davies paid tribute to AMs who 
spoke of personal experiences during the debate. 

Mr Davies said: “Mental health issues are as 
important as physical ones - but because we cannot 
see them they do not always get treated with equal 
prominence. 

“It’s vital we change this and provide those 
affected with the support they need. 

“I’m therefore very grateful to the team at the 
YMCA for taking the time to meet and discuss the 
excellent work they have been doing. 

“I am delighted to support their #IAMWHOLE 
campaign, which seeks to tackle the stigma 
surrounding mental health. 

“I welcome the cross-party support last week’s 
debate received - and I look forward to continuing to 
work to improve mental health provision in Wales.”

The Welsh Secretary 
and Vale MP said the 
sum allocated to Wales 
under the block grant 
will not fall below £115 
per head of the 
population - compared to 
£100 in England. 

Mr Cairns told MPs; 
“Some have called for 
that funding flow for 
decades, and it is this 
Government who have 
delivered on those calls. 

“In accordance with 
the agreement, the Welsh 
Government have the 
means to grow the Welsh 
economy, to attract 
investment, to maintain 
public services and to 
support hard-working 
people across Wales. 

“Following the 

devolution of stamp duty 


land tax and landfill tax 
from April, in addition to 
the Welsh rate of income 
tax next year, the Welsh 
Government will be able 
to raise more of their own 
funding through taxes. 

“That will make the 
Welsh Government—and 
the Assembly in 
general—much more 
accountable to the people 
they serve.” 

Mr Cairns said that in 
the autumn Budget the 
UK Government 

adjusted the Welsh 
Government’s block 
grant to take that into 
account, and the Welsh 
Government had 

welcomed the change at 
the time. 

He said the Budget 
also included specific 
measures that will be of 
benefit to Wales, 
continuing for instance to 
support the Cardiff and 
Swansea city deals by 
investing £650 million 
over the next 20 years.

It was 140 years ago that 
Penarth’s first train arrived! 


THE opening of Penarth 
Docks in 1865 was the first 
step in the creation of the 
town of Penarth but it was 
not until February 20,1878 
that a railway was built to 
the town itself. 

From the station’s position one 
assumes that the town was 
expected to extend further south - 
which eventually it did for the new 
railway station attracted few shops 
and businesses to its quarter of the 
town. All that lay ahead was a few 
hamlets and farms. 

When the southward expansion 
did come it was in the form of 
residential development, and 
Glebe Street and Windsor Road 
remained the shopping centre of 
Penarth. 

The arrival of the railway in the 
town was greeted with 
celebrations, but as the South 
Wales Gazette suggests, people in 
the ‘centre’ of the town were little 
concerned. 

The report entitled Opening of 
Penarth Railway appeared in the 
Gazette on February 25, 1878 and 
included the following: 

‘This new line of railway was 
opened on Wednesday. During 
Tuesday and Tuesday night the 
officials of this company were 
kept busy in completing the 
necessary arrangements, and so 
succesful were they that the 
opening passed off without a hitch 
or delay of any kind. 

‘The road over the railway,

West House, the station and the 
platform were gay with flags of all 
countires and colours. To enliven 
the proceedings, the band of the 
Penarth Rifles had been specially 
engaged, and just before the time 
advertised for starting the first 
train, put in an appearance led by 
Seargent Instructor Parsons. 

‘The Penarth Artillery Band 
under the leadership of Mr Paul 
Draper also attended. Both bands 
accompanied the train to Cardiff 
and back. The first train left 
Penarth at 7.35 and about that time 
the platform became crowded 
with a large number of people who 
intended to accompany it on its 
first journey. 

‘A still much larger number 
congregated on the bridge over the 
railway, from which standpoint 
they had a good view of the line 
and platform. 

‘With Taff Vale Railway 
punctuality, the train consisting of 
five carriages was set in motion. 
The engine driver resigned his 
post for the time being in favour of 
Mr R Forrest, agent of the 
Windsor estate, who as 
representative of Lord Windsor, 
thus had the honour of driving the 
first passenger train from Penarth 
to Cardiff. 

‘Penarth Dock station was 
reached by 7.40 and Cardiff by 
7.50. The train left Cardiff for the 
return journey at 8.30 and arrived 
at Penarth at 8.45. On alighting 
the passengers at the instigation of 
Mr DT Alexander gave three 


cheers for the success of the new 
railway, and three cheers for Mr 
Forrest, to whose exertions much 
of the success attending the 
completion of the line is due. 

‘The following officials 
attended the opening - Messrs J 
Hurman, traffic superindendant, J 
Edwards, E Edwards, J Riches, 
Leyshon and E Strange of the Taff 
Vale Railway, and Mr Allen of the 
Great Western Railway. The Rev 
C Parsons, the rector, and a large 
number of gentlemen and 
tradesmen of the place 
accompanied the train, which was 
run free. 

‘The guard was Richard 
Carpenter and the engine driver, 
Daniel Thomas. A banquet in 
honour of the event, which a large 
number of gentlemen attended 
was given at the Penarth Hotel in 
the evening and to this agents of 
the Windsor Estate and the 
officials of the Taff Vale Railway, 
who had assisted in the opening of 
the line were invited.’ 

The line to Penarth was 
doubled a few years later - the 
station expended to no fewer than 
four platforms on the opening of 
the line to Lavemock, Sully and 
Cadoxton in 1887 (plus a fifth - 
excursion platform). 

In addition facilities were made 
for goods, carriages and 
locomotives. Now Penarth station 
has but one platform, but trains 
every 15 minutes throughout the 
day.

He is a 
clubman through and through and to 
play so many games is a testament to 
his dedication and fitness. He is a 
secret trainer seen in a gymnasium 
most mornings! 

“Wayne is the only human being I 
know who can eat his own bodyweight 
in pies and pasties and still be able to 
train and play! Seriously, he is a credit 
to Bridgend Athletic RFC and long 
may he continue playing for us.” 

Forwards coach David Williams, 
remarked: “Wayne has been great to 
coach. To play in the demanding 
position of prop forward for so long is 
a massive achievement.” 

Backs coach and the only former 
Ath player with more appearances 
(458) than Wayne, Stuart Morris, 
perfectly summed up Wayne: “For me, 
he is an exceptional club man, a very 
good trainer who, over the years, has 
become a cornerstone of the 1st team 
side/squad. 

“A mark of his commitment to 
Bridgend Athletic, is returning from a 
career-threatening injury at the age of 
37 to retain his position in the first 
team. He is a credit to our club, his 
family and himself.”
